tists speak of ‘the Baptist 
Church.” They say Jesus estab- 
Wished ‘‘the Baptist Church.’’ They 
say that ‘“‘the Baptist Church” is 
the true church, the Bride of 
Christ. For this reason some 
leyal Baptists say that no one 


else has a right to baptize, no 
other congregation has a right 
to take the Lerd’s Supper, and 
sometimes evem that no one has 
a right to preach exeept one 
ordained or sent forth by a. Bap- 
tist church. Actually they are 
using the word church to rep- 
resent the Bavtist denomination, 
or a group of local churches. 
They use the Scripture of Jesus 
in Matthew 16:18, “On this rock 
I will build my church; and the 
getes of hell shall not prevail 
against it,’’ as proof that there 
must be an unbroken succession 
of Baptist churches, preaching 
Baptist doctrine, with unbroken 
succession of ordination 
baptism since the time of the 
aposties. They teach that there- 
fore the gates of Hell will neve! 
prevail against the Baptist de- 
nomination which they call “the 
Baptist Church.’’ They do _ not 
mean necessarily denominational 
headquarters, but Baptist church- 
es as a whole, lumped together 
4nder the term “the Baptist 
church.’’ 

The above is a tradition pat- 


, terned after the teaching of Ro- 


man Catholics. 
lics first had a great worldwide 
denomination, and first called a 
denomination a church. There 
were no denominations in Bible 
times and every separate and 
distinct denomination has grown 


Roman Catho- 


up since that time. Roman Cath- 
olics first called their group of 
chur@hes “the church.’ A num- 
ber of churches grouped togeth- 
er were not called ‘“‘the church” 
im the Bible. When the Holy 
Spirit speaks of several loca. 
congregations in Galatia, He dic 
not use the singular form, “‘the 
ehurch in Galatia,’ but the Scrip- 
ture says instead, ‘‘the churches 
of Galatia.’’ Likewise, congrega- 
wens in Asia, ‘are called ‘the 
seven, churches of Asia’ in the 
Bible. Get straight what I mean. 
A group of churches together 
were never called ‘‘the church’’ 
in the New Testament. That ie 
an invention of Roman Catholics 
and Baptists have followed this 
human tradition. If you are to 
speak correctly, and Scripturally 
about “‘the Baptist church,” you 
must always ‘say which one, like 
“the First Baptist™” Church in 
Forth Worth,’’ or “the Funda- 
mentalist Baptist Church in Dal- 


las” or some _ other’ Baptist 
church. Baptist churches alto- 
gether do not make up “the 


church,’”’ in any Bible sense. 
Tt would even agree 
Jesus Galled out His 
and that in some sense that 
was a called out assembly, and 
therefore a church. The Greek 
word for church, as used in the 
New Testament, simply 
a called out assembly or 
called out ones.

Those who make much 
of the Baptist name and Baptist 
pride, and pander to Baptist pre 
judiece sometimes say that there 
has been an unbroken suecession 
of Baptist churches down through 
the centuries from the time of 
Christ until now. They do not 
claim that the name has alwaye 
been Baptist, but they usually 
cl-im that baptism and ordinatioi. 
were handed down in an un- 
broken chain from the time of 
Christ until now. Carried to its 
extreme, this view of traditiona! 
Baptists would say (and some do 
say) that a preacher now would 
| hot have authority to administer 
the ordinanees in a local church, 


jand history does 


him, was not correct, and if 
this chain of ordination did not 
reach with unbroken correctness 
back to the time when apostles 
laid their hands on other preach- 
ers. This is exactly the Catho- 
lic teaching of Apostolic succes- 
sion. They claim it for Catholics, 
some Baptists claim it for Bap- 
tists, both are wroms on it. This 
tradition teaches that in every 
age simce Christ thers have been 
grvups of local churches holding 
identically the same doctrines in 
ali essentials, as Baptist echurch- 
es hold today. The plain faet is 
that the Bible does not so teach 
not prove any- 
thing of the kind. Roman Catho- 
lies can come closer to proving 
an unbroken succession than any 
others. If they could prove it, 
it would not prove they were 
what they claimed to be, the 
true church and bride of Christ. 
The fact,is that Waldenses, Pet- 
robrussiams, Albigenses, Pauli- 
cians, -Mennonites, Anabaptists, 
and almost every group through
